In the returns, the preliminary 
report which is to precede tho full 
statistics, will not’ be ready for 
publication until the lapse of a 
fortnight or more. onc 

To. instance - the difficulties 
which a Far. Eastern consus 
officer has to encounter among an 
ignorant population, Mr. Lloyd 
pointed out the existence of a 
variety of silly rumours which 
had had an ndverso effect on the 
census returns and which had to 
some oxtent hindered the work of 
the enumerators. One predicted 
the throwiag of a numbor of. 
children into the: harbour as a 
sort of p2ace-offering to the water 
gods on the occasion of the 
bu Iding of the proposed harbour 
biidge. Another resulted from a 
recent ( iscussion at the Sanitary 
Board anent the dangers of over- 
crowing, which put the ‘houses 
holders in fear of persecution by 
the authorities if-the actual 
figures they gave prove the exiat- 
ence of overcrowding in their 
respective oases. A third popular. 
fear waa that the object of 
the census .was to determine 
the number of the population for 
the levy of a head tax by an. 
impoverished Government. To 
this latter suggestion; the recent

All of these things, says Mr. 
Lloyd, will ‘result in a falsified

HISTORY OF THE PEACE TREATY 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


MrRobort Lansing's Jong-await- 
ed hook, “The Peace ' Negotia- 
tions,” published by the Houghton 
Mifflin Co. of Boston and New 
York, ¢ ntaina a startling. story 
of what happened behind the 
scenes at the Peace-Conference, 
which Mr, Lansing, then Secrtary 
of State, attended as one of the 
five American, peace com- 
missioners. 

Mr. Lansing begins by telling 
why the President asked for his 
resignation as Secretary of State 
on Feb. 11. 1920. It was because 
Lansing did not agree with the 
President on tho following points; 

(1) The:-President’s “ presence 
in Paris during the peace nego- 
tiations.” 

{2) “Tho fundamental princip- 
les of the constitution and func- 
tions of the League of Nations 
as proposed and advocated by 
him.” : 

(3) The inclusion of the Coven- 
ant “in the Treaty restoring a 
state of peaco.” : 

{4) “The Treaty of defensive 
alliance with France.” 

(5) ‘Tho ttocessity for a definite 
programme which the American 
commissioners could follow.” 

(6). “The employment of pri- 
vate interviews and confidential 
agreements.” ad 

(7). ° Lastly, the admission of 
the Japanese claims in the Pro- 
vince of Shangtung.” 

The book shows that the Pre- 
sident and his Secretary’ of Stato 
were far apart long before the 
peace ° commissioners went 
abroad, Mr. Lansing says that

These two reasons, 
Mr. Lansing says, were: THAT 
he (Mr. Lansing) was opposed to

THE SHANTUNG PROBLEM. 

Mr. Lansing admits that 
practically the only and he had 
in the Peace Conference came 
when the Japanose demands on 
Shantung were reached, Here 
the President asked him to confer 
with. both the Japanese and 
Chinese delegations.

Company's Alleged 
Slackness and Contempt. 
The Water supply in Canton 

hes, says the Canfon Times, long 
been understood as. one of thé 
three worst institutions of the 
Gity.. Inhabitants have been 
guffering from lack of a good and 
sufficient water supply. Since 
the founding of tho Municipality, 
_the nutborities of the Department 
‘of Public Utilities havo made 
thorough investigations into the 
conditiona of tho! Water Supply 
“Go. with the result that slight 
improvomente are felt by the con- 
suming public. The Company was 
recently fined $500 for violation 
of the Governor's order by over- 
charging the consumers to the 
sum of over $14,000. The Com- 
pany was instructed to burn 
good coal in order to keep up the 
steam pressure to 110 pounds per 
square inch for the water, pump: 
as is required by the regulations. 
Last Monday, the Municipal 
authorities upon personal inspect- 
ion stopped the unloading of one 
junk load of coal: of the poor 
grade, which could only produce 
sioam pressure to about 20 
pounda. : 

‘Realizing the continuous 
alackness and-contempt on the 
part of the Water Company, and 
knowing the ‘crying need of the 
people, the Mayor yosterday gave 
orders to the Department. of 
Public Utilities to take drastic 
action and instructed the Com- 
pany immediately to comply 
with the Municipal Regulations, 
with the choice of a penalty of 
$500 oach time if the steam 
pressure is found to be below 
the atandard.

1. That on'and after May Ist, 
1921 the weight of the ball shall 
not be greater than 1.62  oza.. 
(avoir -.2914 dwts.) and the size 
not Jess than 1.62 ins, ( = 1 40/64 
inches) in diameter. The Rules 
ot Golf Committee and the 
Execulive Committee of the 
United St tes Association will’ 
take whatever steps they think 
necessary to limit the power of. 
the ball with regard to distance 
should any ball of greater power” 
be introduced, and that the Rules 
of Golf be amended accordingly. 

That in order to unify the 
penalties for .a lost ball, a balf 
out of bounds, and an unplayable 
ball, the penalty in each case 
be “a stroke and the 
distance,” but-that inthe case of | 
a ball out of bounds, permission 
be given to clubs to alter this 
ponalty by a local rule,-and that j 
the Rules of Golf be alredte 
accordingly. ; 

3. That the special rules for 
match play competitions Nos. 2

rules for match play competitions: 
No. 2- “Competitors shall not 
agree to exclude the operation 
of any rule or local rule, not to 
waive any penalty incurred in 
the course of the match, under 
penalty of their disqualfication.”

Mr, M. H. Turner appeared at 
the Magistracy this morning to 
defend Dr. J.C, Dalmahoy Allan, 
who was summoned for driving 
his motor car in a reckless man- 
ner, and with failing to register 
ownership of his car. 

Mr. Turner said hie client was 
going to attond an urgent case. 
He admitted that he was driving 
fast, and said he would do the 
same in futuro ‘under sinilar 
circumstances. Dr. Allan failed 


~ to register ownership of his car 


through ignorance. 
Inspector Garrod informed his 


' Worship (Mr. R.E, Lindsell) that 


De. Allan was passing the 
Colonial Secretary's Office on his 
way tothe Peak Tram Station at 
an excessive speed. Another car, 
containing three European gen- 


‘lemen, which was coming from 


the opposite direction, had hardly 
enough room to pass, and a 
serious collision would have 
occurred but for the fact that this 
car got into the side channel. 
The speed limit allowed in that 
place was 10 miles an hour. The 
police knew nothing ebout the 
case and were acting on the 
information of eyow itnesses, 

Mr. Turner said his instruc- 
tions were that Dr. Allan was 
well on the left and the other car 
was too much in the middle of 
the road. A collision was averted 
by the fine driving on the doctor's 
part. Mr. Turner said that if 
wild allegations wero made by 
the police he would call Dr. Allan 
to appear in court to prove the 
truth of the case. 

Mr. Lindsell fined Dr, Allan 
$15 for reckless driving and $5 
on the second count. 

Mr, Nolte, the owner of motor 
car’ No. 412, was summoned for 
failing to exhibit head lights at 
945 pan. on April 25th, 

Mr. Nolte said be was under 


“the impression that he had pvc 


“on the dimmers to tha lights when 
he started the car, and only 
discovered he had not done so 
whos tho Police Surgeant accost- 
ed... 

‘Myr,  Lindsell dismissed the 
summons with e. Caution. 

‘The driver of motor cycle No, 
212 wae defendant in another cage 


of reckless driving. An Indian 
Sergeant saw defendant coming 
up Podder Strect at a great speed, 
He knocked down a Chinese and 
collided with a tram. Defendant's 
excuse was that he Jost the con- 
trol of the car in a collision with 
a pedestrian but this was not 
eredited by his Worship, who fined 
him $10. : 

A collision between Kwok}s 
Ling, an employee of the Hong- 
kong Llectric Company, and a 
motor car in Jackson Road on 
the afternoon of April 25th, had 
a sequel at the Magistracy this 
morning when Mr. W.C. van der 
Steen, of the Deli Planters’ As- 
sociation, was summoned for 
failing to stop his car after the 
collision and with failing to sound 
his hooter. |

We 
shipped directly last year to 
German, Russian, and Austro- 
Hungarian ports less than one- 
tenth of what wo sent out to thom 
in 1913. That decrease alone 
would suffice to account for most 
of the present unemployment. 

In this general impoverishment, 
which by ruining our customers 
has thrown our workers idle, 
there is something worse than 
the inevitablo waste of wealth 
caused by the war. The blockade 
of Russia was a wanton act of 
policy.

Austria was dismembered, but 
Paris forgot to arrange for trade 
between the sundered parts and 
cut off great towns and once 
thriving industries (from their 
formor supplies of cdal. Germany 
was bidden (quile properly) to 
work in order that reparations 
might be carned, but the Treaty 
which imposed this obligation 
took her mercantile marine, de- 
prived her of three-fourths of her 
iron-ore, diminished her supply of 
industrial coal, and closed down 
the banks and businesses by 
which alone she can trade abroad. 

Humanity as well as. self- 
interest moves us to protest, for 
the figures of child. mortality in 
in Centrat Europe mean that it is 
the children who will payin 


As a Labour movement, we 
feel bound to regard tne indem- 
nity terms from the standpoint of 
the workers, alike in the country 
which receives it and in the 
country. which pays, It can be 
paid only in exports of goods, 
which will come hore without 
calling forth any answering goods 
by way of payment, That 
means further disturbance 
to one industry. Again, 
if Germany is to pay, she must 
desist for 42 years from buying 
any . but absolutely nevesary 
goods abroad. That means that 
our market cannot ba recovered, 
and consequently unemployment. 
The. swamping of the world’s 
market with what are virtually 
prison-made goods will comfront 
our own workers with an un- 
precedented form of competition, 

Wo do not believe, however, 
that this indemnity at the figures 
fixed in Paris can be paid. ‘here 
is at present no surplus of 
German exports over imports, 
but actually o deficit, nor is there 
an evident prospect of a surplus 
under present conditions. It is un-

Rumours have crept about, 
although we have not heard of 
confirmation, that Col. 

the new U.S. Ambassador 

as not hkely tobe a 

welcome guest in London— 
diplomatically, that is; socially 
he is highly regarded—and it has 
even been hinted that intimations 
in a non persona grata 8ense filter- 
en through to the White House, 
President Harding, however, who 
doubtless feols' under strong 
obligations to Col, Harvey, has 
adhered to his choice, and if the 
speech delivered by. tho new 
Ambassador at New York prior 
to his departure be any criterion, 
tho appointment, should occasion 
little .causo for dissatisfaction. 
Col. Harvey expressed himself as 
confident that ‘‘Presidont Hard- 
ing’s genius for co-operation, 
which has won the hearts of his 
own people, was destined to draw 
the entire English-speaking race 
into an harmonious relationship, 
practically perfect buth material- 
ly and spiritually.” If Col. Harvey 
succeeds in interpreting this 
‘deal during his cojourn in. Lon- 
dov, his Ambassadorship ‘will 
stand as a memorable success. 
The now Ambassador incidentally 
revealed that he was offered the 
post by Mr, Wi'son, which 
suggests that the ex-President 
did not regard Col. Harvey as an 
Anglophobo. It will be interest- 
ing to learn in the fulness of 
timo the history of the breach 
which caused the Ambassador to 
cross over from Mr. Wilson to 
Mr. Harding. As be had a big 
hand in returning both to the 
White House, Col, Harvey may 
be regarded as the Warwick of 
later American history, 1t bas 
generally been supposed that the 
President-maker's difference 
with Mr. Wilson was due to the 
latter's objection to leading- 
stringe when the Peace Treaty 
came up for settlement. Yet the

Floyd's List atatos that there is 

every likelihood of a solution of 
rthe difficulty arising- from oily 
waters—~a solution. satisfactory 
both to shipowners and to dock 
and harbour authorities, It will 
be remembered that a sonference 
was. held-at the Board of Trade 
offices recently on the -subject of 
oily waters in docks; harbours 
and estuaries, when it was decid- 
ed to appoiut a committee repre: 
sentative of the Board of Trade, 
Port and Harbour Authorities, 
the Chamber of Shipping and the 
_| Oil Companies owning oi! tankers, 
to go into the whole question. 
The source of the trouble, as has , 
previously been indicated, is aa 
heavy oil which is pumped” 
from ships, causing a nuisance fo 
seaside places and a danger ‘in 
docks and harbours, In tho case 
ofa vessel which burns, fuel oil 
.and carries it in double bottoms. 
and tanks, some oil inevitably re- 
maine in the tank at the- time - 
whon it is filled with water bal- 

last, and subsequently. this 
mixture of water bailast’ and oil 
is pumped out. .. Again, vessels 
which bring in ‘cargoes of this 
heavy oil’ sometimes . want to 
clean out thoir tanks, with

DISCIPLINE ON BOARD, 
With discipline on board ship 

becoming more and more difficult 
to maintain, says the Syren, we 
welcome tho action of ‘a firm of: 
shipowners in bringing ono of 
their seamen into Court for dis- 
obedience of orders. He-was & 
deck hand on the s.s, Turkestan, 
owned by the Hindustan Steam 
Shipping Company, of Newcastle, 
and it appears from the recent 
proceedings atthe Tower Bridge’ 
Police Court that while the vessel 
was at Port Said, the chief officer 
‘ordered him, with others, to clear 
the after'deck and free tho steer- 
ing gear so that the ship could 
proceed to sea. This order 
declined’ to carry ‘out ‘antes; 
he were paid overtime, on, the 
ground that the. work was“un- ° 
necessary.’’ We are in full agree- 
ment with the maj istrate that 
the matter is one of the greatest 
public importance, and that a 
seaman should not have power to 
decide whether an order is neces- 
sary or not for the safety of o 
vessel. In reply to the sugges- 
tion of the solicitor representing 
the defendant that the whole 
matter could have been settled * 
had the master fined the man 5s. 
or two days’ pay the magistrate 
said that even the maximum. 
‘penalty would not be sufficient 
in such a case, The offence was 
& very grave one and might have 
had serious consequences, and he 
imposed a sentence of 14 days’ 
imprisonment. If seamen become 
imbued with the belief that de- 
fiace of lawful orders can lightly 
be indulged in, an’ intolerable 
state of things will be brought ,
